New York, March 2.—The Sun de- 
scribes the trial of the new Postal 
Telegraph Company’s wires to Cleve- 
land yesterday as successful, in send- 
3000 words in a minute. A dispatch of 
that length is cut up into seven parts, 
or ‘‘takes,’’ as copy is given out to 
printers. These are transferred by 
seven operators to cylinders, which ure 
set simultaneously in motion to trans- 
mit the message over one wire. The 
company claims it can send eight aud 
receive eight dipatches at the same 
time over the same wire. The two 
wires in use between here and Cleve- 
land are stéel, heavily insulated in cop- 


per. The poles are thirty feet high, of 
unusual size and _ strength, forty 
of them to mile. It is 


claimed the ‘wires are of such su- 


current on them will not be disturbed 
by storms and atmospheric changes. 
They claim these improvements will 
bring Chicago telegraphically as near 
New York as Philadelphia, and San 
Francisco as near as Cleveland, com- 
pared with the best wire now in use. 
The capital stock of the company is 
$21,000,000, in $100 shares. It has 
issued $1,000,000 in first mortgage 6-30 
gold bonds. The president of the com- 
pany is Alonzo of Boston. 
George D. Roberts, 5S. F. White and 
Conrad N. Jordan, Py ‘this city, Gov- 
ernor Foster, of Ohio, and Professor 
Elisha Gray, vf Chicago, are on the 
board of directors. The company says 
it will construct trunk lines, extending 
from New York to San Francisco, and 
to all other large cities of the United 
States, Canada and the Mexican States.
